The strike began at 8 a.m. 
EDT and an official of the strik- 
ing Canadian Brotherhood of 
Railway, Transport and General 
Workers predicted it could last 
at least until after next Tues- 
day’s federal election. 

There were conflicting reports 
of the number of ocean-going 
ships, most of foreign registry, 
trapped in the seaway, 

In Montreal, a spokesman for 
the national har'oors board said 
58 ships were caught between 
here and Port Colborne, Ont. 
But other reports said more 
than 160 ocean-going vessels 
were trapped. 

Seven ships were reported at 
anchor in the seaway itself be- 
tween St. Lambert and the Iro- 
quois locks,

The strike, called to back de- 
mands for higher pay, is the 
first to hit the seaway in its 10 
years of operation.

“The government's inflexible 
stand and its failure to mediate 
in this dispute leaves us with no 
alternative but to exercise our 
legal and democratic rights to 
withdraw our members’ serv- 
ices at 8 a.m.,” Willliam J. 
Smith, president of the CBRT, 
said in Ottawa.

A Nation’: Choice 


fs ONE OF THE MOST INTER- 
esting and exciting election 
campaigns in our history enters its 
closing hours it becomes evident 
that Canadians will make their 
choice of a government less on the 
logic of issues and party planks 
than on the over-all philosophy of 
a way of life. The alternatives pre- 
sented by Mr. Stanfield and Mr. 
Trudeau cannot be summed up as 
right versus left, or even conserva- 
tive versus liberal, but more accu- 
rately as old versus new. And 
even under these labels, the accent 
is‘not so much on. content as on 
method—not so much involved with 


——purpose as with approach. 


What is really at stake is the 
nature of our nationhood, the tone 
of our national psyche. For there 
can be little doubt that with next 
Tuesday’s vote the people of Can- 
ada will cross a watershed—or tem- 
porarily turn back. 


This is an age of turbulence and 
change, and there is no end of it 
in sight. The world, our country, 
each eommunity—all are caught up 
in a process of rapid development. 
Individual and group viewpoints 
are changing as our environment 
changes, and this causes a sociologi- 
cal chain reaction which further 
speeds the revolution. At no time 
in world history. have. there been 
sO many simultaneous alterations in 
progress; for science, the increasing 
population, and the great demand 
of humanity for more freedom in 
every respect, have put on a_day-to- 
day basis the global evolution that 
used to be measured in decades or 
centuries. 


* * * 


+ Clearly, in ‘the eface of such’ 


changes, the political ‘methods of 
this country must adapt—the prob- 
lems that must be met by parlia- 
ments and their leaders are fre- 
quently unprecedented, demanding 
‘olutions never before envisioned. 
Into this swirling environment Mr. 
Stanfield has brought the political 
tactics and the political message of 
yesterday. He has ‘listed current 
problems and sketched—or ap- 
peared to sketch—current answers 
to them, Under normal circum- 
‘stances—a phrase which hardly has 
Meaning in this age—Mr. Stanfield 
‘would make an acceptable prime 
minister, for he has honesty, ability 
and a very evident love for his coun- 
try. But the problemsfor which 


he has solutions, afrt.the methods. 


which he would apply, are not likely 
tobe the problems and methods 


which will be pertinent to the world 
which we must face. 

In contrast to him, Mr. Trudeau 
offers a new type of leadership, a 
pragmatic approach to problems 
which seems much more likely to 
succeed in an unpredictable environ- 
ment than that of Mr. Stanfield. 
He offers not so much a set of pol- 
icies as a method of formulating 
them—a system of thought rather 
than an answer to questions. Os- 
tensibly, this, in a dian leader, 
must be much more of a gamble 
than is Mr, Stanfield’s orthodox of- 
fering, and Mr. Trudeau would be 


the first to admit it. But all things” 


considered, there is a great deal of 
logic in this new concept, and much 
less radicalism than one might sus- 
pect. 

* * * 

Mr,. Trudeau’s writings and 
speeches reveal more sobriety and 
restraint than is indicated by 
many of his campaign appearances. 
It is his approach that is new, his 
acceptance of-the inevitability of 
change and his readiness to adapt 
to it; his recognition that under 
modern conditions a political plat 
form may become obsolete before 
it can be properly implemented. 


With this attitude Mr.—Trudeau— industry. In effect, it 


brings a frankness and honesty that 
are refreshing ‘in’ Canadian election 
politics and which have had an in- 
stant response from the people: He 
has told Canadians the hard truth 
of the relationship between services 
and taxes, high wages -and unem- 
ployment, spending and_ inflation. 
The information may have hurt or 
offended at times, but truth eventu- 
ally wins respect. 

Against the ‘engrossing back- 
ground of these two leaders, Mr. 
Douglas has waged an old-fashioned 
campaign of promises. But his—op- 
ponents have stolen the spotlight 
from him, and prosperity has stolen 
all relevance frony his party. Social- 
ism does not present an effective 
answer for Cahada today, nor a 
plausible course for tomorrow. 

All things considered, Mr. Tru- 
deau’s philosophy of government 


best answers the needs of Canada 


today and tomorrow; his remedy for 
the over-riding problem of national 
unity is the most straightforward 
and practicable; his flexible ap- 
proach to inevitably changing situa- 
tions promises the best chance of 
success. Mr. Trudeau’s vision of our 
potential as a nation represents the 
most realistic concept that has been

The Law and the Heart 


it sage UNITED STATES SU- 
‘ preme Court has drawn the 
attention_of Americans to the fact 
‘that an. 1866 law “bars all racial 
discrimination, private as well as 
public, in the sale or rental of pro- 
perty’’—the words used by Mr. Jus- 


tice Potter Stewart to explain the: 
recent majority court ruling. This, ~ 


no doubt, was news to most people, 
in the United States and outside it, 
who have. interested themselves in 
the question of Negro rights to live 
in particular localities: While the 
fight against the restricted area has 
been. going on in recent years, the ef- 
fective ruling was passed a century 
ago. 

The announcement from’ the 
court does more than publicize a 


law that was intended to be. opera- 
tive. It underscores the fact that 
discrimination in_its many guises 
cannot be eliminated by law alone. 
It was not removed by the: early 
post-Civil. War legislation -which 
sought to banish the “relics of slav- 
ery,” and it will not be entirely re- 
moved by more recent court decis- 
ions—important as they are in the 
effort to assist the Negro. 

Whatever the law, emotionalism 
remains one of the \persistent ele- 
ments of discrimination.. Often the 
emotion is deep-seated in: tradition. 
In other instances it has causes of 
more questionable origin. But in the 
end, the real cure must be not only 
through the court, but through the 
practice of humanity.

TORONTO — Barring fever- 
ish Trudeaumania, the Pro- 
gressive Conservatives ‘can 
count on 21 seats in Ontario 
and the New Democratic 
Party on nine, The Liberals 
have a base of 23, 

There are close races in 24 
other constituencies, and in‘23 
of these the Liberal candi- 
dates. could win, in some 
eases handily, if the public 
interest in Prime Minister 
Trudeau translates into sup- 
port at the ballot box. 

The one close-race riding in 
which Mr. Trudeau's drawing 
power will likely not effect the 
outcome .is _Oshawa-Whitby, 
where the fight is between the 
PC candidate and the New 
Democrat. 

Of the other 23, in eight 
seats the battle is between a 
Liberal and Conservative, in 
11 between a Liberal and New 
Democrat, in three there is a 


three-way fight, and in one, 
‘High Park, there is a four- 
way fight: 

If Mr. Trudeau's charm can 
tip the delicately balanced 
scales in all 23 of these 
ridings, the. Liberals could 
come out of Ontario with 56 of 
the 88 seats, which would be 
five more than they held in 
the jJast Parliament when 
there were 85 Ontario seats. 
This would give the PCs 21 
and the New Democrats nine, 
not counting Oshawa-Whitby. 

These figures also exclude 
the riding of Stormont-Dun- 
das, where Speaker Lucien 
Lamoureux is sure to be 
elected as an independent. 

If there is a real swell of 
Trudeaumania, it may push 
another three of the 21 seats 
in which the - Conservatives 
are strong — Grenville-Carle- 
ton, Ottawa West, and Leeds 
— into the Liberal fold, which 
would give them a landslide 


59 seats. 

Roughly, both geographi- 
cally and on a. basis of 
spheres of party influence, the 
province can be. divided in 
seven broad areas — Toronto 
and district (25 seats), 
Niagara Peninsula including 
Hamilton (10), southwest (21), 
Windsor area (three), south- 
east (eight), Ottawa Valley 
(nine), and the north (12). 

In Toronto and district, 
bounded by and including 
Oshawa-Whitby, Ontario, York- 
Simeoe, and Peet—South, the

An apparent friction between district baseball and softbalf 
Leagues and the Victoria Umpires’ Association came into the 
open Thursday. 

The differences came to a head at Central Park when two 
executive members of the Senior Men's Softball League took on 
umpiring chores in a game between Molsons and Bate 
Construction. Bates won, 8-6. 


John Oster, president of the softball circuit, went on the 
bases while Ken Griffin, the league’s secretary, moved behind 
the plate, : 

Oster Said the executive’ made the move because the 
umpires’ association consistently. refused to ‘abide with any 
requests . . . or even meet us halfway...” 

“We submitted a list of eight men who we felt were best 
qualified to umpire our games. When an official showed who 
was not on that list; we refused to allow him to umpire our 
game. 

“We had no argument with the other official. 

“Simply, we had to take a stand,”’ said Oster. 


Friction with the umpiring association also has been 
experienced by the Lower Island Women's League as well as 
the Senior Amateur Baseball League. 


Senior League president Don Jessop said his circuit “played 
about a dozen games before coming to terms with the umpires’ 
association."’ 

“We met them part way,” added Jessop, “but we requested 
the association not send a certain man to our games. However, 
he showed up the other night, and I guess we'll have to start 
again.” 

Wally Yeamans, speaking for the Women’s League, said he 
objected strongly to “‘second-rate” umpires being assigned to 
his league. 

“If we pay top prices,” said Yeamans, “‘we're entitled to 
top men. The umpires’ association didn’t give them to us.’’ 

Yeamans said that, after checking with the chairman of the 
B.C. Softball Association, he recruited his own umpiring staff 
headed by “‘an approved official with a B.C. ticket.” 

Officials of the Umpires’ Association could not be reached 
for commert this morning.

Talks Resume 
With Nurses, 
B.C. Hospitals 


Conciliator Named 
By Labor Minister 


Talks between registered 
nurses and hospitals in 
British Columbia resumed 
today in Vancouver. 

The development repre- 
sented the first break in 
an impasse between the 
two sides over salary in- 
creases in a new contract. 

Labor Minister Leslie Peter- 
son appointed Victoria-based 
conciliation officer Jack Sher- 
lock to assist both sides in 
reaching an agreement. 

A statement by the Regis- 
tered Nurses’ Association of 
B.C., representing just over 
4,000 nurses at 61 hospitals, said 
however that ‘‘the nurses bar- 
gaining committee is continuing 
with plans for strike action in 
the event that the new talks do 
not lead to a settlement in the 
bargaining dispute.’” 


NO STRIKE DATE 


The association has not set.a 
strike date or posted 48 hours 
strike notice since nurses in 59 
of the hospitals voted 95 per), 
cént in favor of this action in a 
government-supervised strike 
vote one week ago. 

The dispute affects three 
hospitals in Victoria — Royal 
Jubilee, St. Joseph’s and Gorge: 
Road rehabilitation centre. 

The hospitals have accepted, 
and the nurses have rejected, a 
non-binding conciliation board 
report which recommended

Lillian, a short, dark-haired 
girl with a tall white cane, 
has been totally blind since 
birth. Each day she makes 
the bus trip from her home on 
Davida Avenue alone, walking 
from Douglas Street up to the 
Canadian Institute for the 
Blind centre on Blanshard 
Street. When She reaches the 
busy intersection at Blanshard 
-and Fisgard she welcomes a 
helping hand. 

“A lot of the public aren’t 
sure whether to approach a 
blind person or not,” says 
Rosemarie Druskin, mobility 
instructress with the CNIB. 
“Sometimes they have been 
brushed off by a blind person 
who wants to be independ- 
ent.” : 

Rosemarie has been work- 
ing with the CNIB for seven 
years. She took her training in 
Toronto, spending several 
weeks in New York specializ- 
ing in mobility. Now. she 
works at the Vancouver office 
of CNIB, going wherever she 
is needed to train the blind. 
AVOID ‘BLINDISMS’ 


What is’ mobility? For a 
blind person it is the ability. to 
use buses, esvalators ~ and 
Stairways, the ability to get 
into a chair or to walk down a 
street. But Rosemarie adds 
another dimension to this. For 
her the blind person must not 
only be able to do all these 
things, but he must be able to 
do them graciously—without 
“blindisms.””

“If someone doesn’t offer, I 
tell them to ask. Victorians 
are generally very kind. 
‘Walk’ and ‘Don’t Walk’ signs 
are difficult for a blind person 
because they are silent; he 
cannot-use the sound of feet 
to guide him, Ifa car is 
making a right or left. turn a 
blind person has no way of 
knowing.” 


Rosemarie also demon- 
strates the proper way to lead 
a blind person, “Let him take 
your arm,” she Says. “If I 
push Lillian’s arm ‘you can 
see she has no direction but if 
she takes mine she can tell 
what is happening by the 
movement of my body.” 

This movément goes up “as 
well as from -side to side, 
Lillian recently made a walk- 
ing trip from the Bay to the 
Empress Hotel and she re- 
ports that curbs set at odd 
heights are very confusing.

A blind. person uses cues 
from all his senses, touch, 
hearing and smell, to find his 
way around. “If you come up 
to a table with people talking 
you know where it is but if 
you come into a room that is 
totally silent you have 
nowhere to start,” says Lil- 
lian. “‘Groups of people stand- 
ing in the middle of the 
sidewalk amuse me.

May Be Stranded 


MONTREAL (CP).—

But other reports said more 
than. 160 ocean-going -vessels 
were trapped. 

Seven ships were reported at 
anchor in the seaway itself be- 
tween St. Lambert and the Iro-

RUSHED THROUGH LOCKS 

Some 30 vessels were cleared 
downbound Thursday and 
passéd through the St. Lambert 
lock in Montreal in a rush to 
clear the seaway before the 
strike deadline. 

The strike, called to back de- 
mands for higher pay, is the 
first to hit the seaway in its 10 
years of operation, 

Hopes for a last-minute settle- 
ment evaporated Thursday 
night. 

“The government's inflexible 
stand ‘and its failure to mediate 
in this dispute leaves us with no 
alternative but to exercise our 
legal and democratic rights to 
withdraw our members’ sery- 
ices at 8 a.m.,”’ Willliam J. 
Smith, president of the CBRT, 
said in Ottawa.

HALIFAX — Robert L. 
Stanfield came home for a 
day Thursday, risking his 


neck at one point to get at the 
Liberal—jugular_in_his native 
province, 


The risk was repaid in a 
large and enthusiastic crowd 
at- Port Hawkesbury, N.S., 
where his light plane landed 
on a. slope of the Trans- 
Canada Highway in wind and 
rain after a turbulent flight 
from. Halifax. 


Port Hawkesbury is in the 
centre of Health Minister 
Allan MacEachen's riding, 
which now comprises most of 
the two Nova. Scotia ridings 


that-went Liberal in ite 1965 
election, , 

More than 2,000 persons 
were crammed into the Port 
Hawkesbyry high school audi- 
torjium, others stood at ‘the 
doors in the rain, and three 
classrooms were filled with 
people who had waited up to 
two hours for Mr. Stanfield’s 
arrival. 

His. pilot was unable to find 
RCMP patrol. cars marking 
off the ‘temporary landing 
strip’’ on the highway at the 
hilly Strait of Canso sepa- 
rating Cape Breton from 
mainiand Nova Scotia and in 
desperation chose a slope two 
miles away. 

“You've landed in the 
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wrong place,” a _ grinning 
Mountie said as the pilot and 
five passengers climbed out of 
the plane, which nearly 
slewed into a deep ditch as it 
rolled down the asphalt to a 
stop. 


At Dartmouth later, an 


estimated 5,000 people milled 


outdoors at a shopping centre 
plaza and police said autos 
were backed up for miles as 
Mr. Stanfield spoke. 
““MacEachen is on the run,” 
he told the cheering crowd, 
which chanted “sock it to 
‘em, Bob,’’ Someone threw a 
banana at the stand and Mr, 
Stanfield ducked, laughing.

Envoy. Sees 
Peace Talk 
Progress 


PARIS- (AP) — Ambassador 
W. Averell’ Harriman took off 
for Washington today. to. report 
to President Johnson that 
“some progress is being made 
by bits and straws” in the Paris 
talks on reducing and eventu- 
ally ending the war in Vietnam. 

He told reporters evidence 
has developed here that the 
North Vietnamese are serious. in 
their approach ‘to the talks. 

He noted that top members of 

the U.S. and North Vietnamese 
negotiating teams have been 
holding longer informal sessions 
in the midst of their formal 
meetings,. and found this en- 
couraging. 
“I’m not going to predict the 
future,” Harriman said, “‘but if 
we could have. private talks 
each side could find ways to 
make. adjustments. toward the 
ultimate objective of peace.” 

Harriman will be in Washing- 
ton for 10 days.

sented the first break in} 
an impasse between the} 
two sides over salary in- 
creases in a new contract. 

Labor Minister Leslie Peter- 
son appointed Victoria-based 
conciliation officer Jack Sher- 
lock to, assist “both sides in 
reaching an agreement. 

A statement by the Regis- 
tered Nurses’ Association of 
B.Cc., representing just over 
4,000 nurses at 61 hospitals, said 
however that ‘‘the nurses bar- 
gaining committee is continuing 
with plans for strike action—in 
the event that the new, talks do 
not lead to a settlement in the} 
bargaining dispute.”” 


NO STRIKE DATE 

The association has not set a 
Strike date or posted 48 hours 
strike notice since nurses in 59 
of the hospitals voted 95 per 
cent in favor of this action in a 
go-vernment-supervised strike 
vote one week ago. 

The dispute affects three| 
hospitals in Victoria-— Royal 
Jubilee, St. Joseph's and Gorge 
Road rehabilitation centre. 

The hospitals have accepted, 
and the nurses have rejected, a 
non-binding concil aition board 
report which recommended 
salary increases of 21.8 per cent 
and 27.4 per cent in two steps 
this -year.

Talks between registered 
nurses and hospitals in 


British Columbia resumed) 


today in Vancouver. 

The development repre- 
sented the first break in 
an impasse between the 
two sides over salary in- 
creases in a new contract. 

Labor Minister Leslie Peter- 
son appointed Victoria-based 
conciliation—officer Jack Sher- 
lock to assist both sides. in 
reaching an agreement. 

A statement by the Regis- 
tered Nurses’ Association of 
B.C., . representing just over 
4,000 nurses at 61 hospitals, said 
however that “‘the nurses bar- 
gaining committee is continuing 
with plans for strike action in 
the event that the new talks do 
not lead to a settlement in the 
bargaining dispute.” 

NO STRIKE DATE 

The association has not set a 
strike date or posted 48 hours 
strike notice since nurses in 59 
of the hospitals voted 95 per

Brain-in-the-Tummy Transplants Performed 


__By TERRY RITCHIE 

One of Canada’s most 
‘recent transplant patients is a 
caterpillar. . 

The insect’s brain was 
removed Thursday in a Vic- 
toria laboratory as part of a 
program by which scientists 
hope to discover new weapons 
to combat forest-destroying 
insects. 

Although less spectacular, 
the ravage of insects is far 
.greater than forest fires and 
destroys millions of dollars of 
B.C. trees yearly. 

Dr. “T. S. Sahota, a scientist 
at the federal Forestry~Re- 


search Labératory on Burn- 
side Rd., transplants the 
brains of some -tent caterpil. 
lars into stomachs removed 
from others. 4 

The purpose is-to see what 
effect chemicals released by 
the brain have on the insects’ 
egg production. To do this, 
Dr. Sahota “compares full- 
length caterpillars which have 
no brains and half caterpillars 
which have brains added. 

From these studies, Drs 
Sahota’ thinks chemicals may 
be developed which will stop 
an insect’s egg production 
entirely, 

Or, he said, the. chemical 


might be a sort of “‘insect 
thalidomide,” producing de- 
formed offspring which could 
give no eggs at all. ~ 

The chemicals, after further 
testing, could then be applied 
to the forests as sprays. This 
will only be done if they will 
not harm other, harmless life. 

Operations such as Thurs- 
day’s will help. show what 
chemicals can do this. 

The operation is delicate, 
since the insects are only one- 
quartef-inch long in the pupa 
State, and may die if not 
treated properly with anti- 
biotics. 

Thursday's mini-surgery, 


one. of many performed here 
each week, began at 10:45. 


The insect is first anesthe. 
tized with carbon dioxide gas. 
The operation is carried out 
under a microscope using 
Small, fine, sterilized instru- 
ments, 

By 11;10 the brain, almost 
invisible, floats in a preserv- 
ing solutions and the head 
wound is- sealed with clear 
plastic and wax. 

Later, Dr. Sahota, a Ph.D 
from the Utiiversity of 
Torente, will, implant — the 
brain in the severéd stomach 
of another. caterpillar, Tech- 


niques for the operation were 
developed at Harvard and 
Cambridge. | 


If kept alive by food injec- 
tions, both would develop into 
half-moths—one a brainless 
insect, the other a stomach 
with a brain. Dr. Sahota said 
that Thursday’s “patient” 
would then be a normal-sized 
but inactive moth, with a hole 
in_ ifs. head. é 


The program is only just 
beginning. But Dr. Sahota 
hopes it will some day result 
in important new weapons 
which can wipe out all major 
insect pests,
